2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-7 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the corresponding special technical feature, a 
nonwoven fabric comprising an aggregate of carbon fibers having a diameter of 0.01 to 1 micron 
does not make a contribution over the prior art. Chen et al. (US 6,495,258 Bl) disclose a 
nonwoven network of carbon nanotubes (claim 1), and said nanotubes have a diameter ranging 
from 0.005 to 0.020 micron (col. 2, lines 1-13).
